Tun great requirement of the Colony 
is population; population moat be able to 
live ; to livo implies employment; and 
employment supposes production of some 
kind or another. Everything, then, that 
tends to increase production offers in- 
ducements for tho increaso of population. 
It is the duty of the country among other 
things to enconrago home manufacture. 
We have already shown how large and 
lucrative a field this Colony offers to 
farmers and others acquainted with the 
tbo cultivation of land, and wo now turn 
to another important matter, viz. : the 
manufaciure of boots and shoes. -During 
tho year 1868 there woro imported into 
this Colony boots and shoes to tho valuo 
of one hundred and ton thoosaud dollars, 
and the Customs duties received thereon 
amounted to no loss a sum than twenty 
thousand five hundred and twontyssx 
dollars, the duty upon hoots and shoes 
being twenty per cent ad valorem. It is 
hardly necessary to say that the boots 
and shoes imported woro used in the 
country, and that their value is about 
five dollars por hoad per annum for tho 
boot-wearing population. -It is evident 
that this figure by no means represents 
the total consumption of boots and shoes, 
and, of coarse, not the selling prico ; 
moreover, it is well known that since the 
introduction of the tariff tho manufacture 
of these articles has considerably increas- 
ed, and this observation is supported by 
the fact that during tho year 1868 
leather to tho valuo to the ten thousand 
five hundred dollars was imported. It 
may safely bo concluded, then, that this 
Colony spends more than two hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars per annum for 
boots and shoes, and that the greater 
part of this pum is sent out of tho < ountry 
— another outlet for the blood of tho Col- 
ony. We beliovo, from the figures abovo 
given, and the fact that a duty of twenty 
per cent, is charged, that this Colony 
affords an excellent opening for the 
establishment of a boot and shoo 
manufactory, and that it would be a 
profitable undertaking. It is well 
known that such manufactories have 
been erected in California, and that thoy 
have succeeded in spite of having to con- 
tend with the manufacturers of other 
Statos where labor and material are 
cheaper. In this Colony we have a pro- 
tection of twenty per cent, aguinst the 
whole world; and surely labor is not 
dearer here than in California. It does 
seem strange that none of our people 
should have embarked in the business. 
We suppose tho usual reason will be as 1 - 
signed, viz : tho want of capital. It 
would appear, however, that a great out- 
lay is not required lor machinery to make 
the commoner grades. Let some ono 
try it, und if he is acquainted with tho 
business, he will undoubtedly be buccossn 
ful and increaso his premises and stores 
from time to timo until he manufactures 
the most of tho kinds required for home 
ubo, and he himself becomo rich. Who- 
ever is the pioneer in this industry will 
bo a public benefactor. Wo would point 
out that this Colony ufibrds a constantly 
increasing market fur boots, and one that 
can bo greatly extended. N«t only must 
the white population increase, but the 
aborigines would begin to wear tliem, 
and it is quite lil<oly that an article which 
would take their fancy might be easily 
and cheaply manufactured. We should 
encourage home manufacture. To live 
live aud let live should bo our mot- 
to. To buy ready-made boots is only 
a bad habit. It is evident that it would 
take a considerable number (f men to 
make all the boots and shoes required 
in the Colony. By importing hoots and 
shoes, this Colony encourugos the growth 
of foreign countries ; in tho latter case it 
serves to build up its own. Depend upon it 
neither houses nor countries can bo built 
without trouble, expend and outlay. The 
people of this Colony havo to build up 
this country and its destinies aro in their 
hands. We call upon them ono and all 
to patronizo the industries of the conn- 
try— to encourngo and create prodnctio,, 
— for it is chiefly by theso means that 
population oan be inducod to como and 
tho country bo rendorod prosperous. The 
Government has ita part to porforin ; but 
tbo people must neither disregard nor 
neglect their duty.

The environs wero particular- 
ly admirod ; tho trim gardens and 
substantial residences displaying oon- 
sidorablo tasto and rodolont of oom- 
tort, worn loudly praised. Had wo a 
slight improvemont in trade, this visit 
would aotliko the first impulsion to a 
clock pendulum and sot us steadily in 
motion without a possibility of ever 
roverting to our tormor state of de- 
pression. Our depression aroso from 
porfoctly natural causes, and tho very 
Holid position wo now hold shows un- 
mistakeably, how many natural advan- 
tages we must possess. Wo havo sur 
vived tho extraordinary doplotion cans 
od by tbo departure of thousands of 
adventurors who visited our shores. 
Business, although lethargic from un- 
availing strugglos with ill advised 
Customs restrictions, has novertholess 
a great doal of latent vitality, and only 
awaits the removal of existing impedi- 
ments to commerce to spring up and 
branoh oat in every direction. Cer- 
tain of the moro prominent obstacles 
to trado havo been romoved, which, wo 
trust, points to tho speedy disappear- 
ance of the rest of tho obstructions, 
including tho main ono — our system of 
Government, However that may bo, 
wo onticipate material aid from tbo 
opinions formod by tho party on the 
Oriflammo.

Editor British Colonist :— Mechanical 
training includoa all the vwrious details ol 
discipline, tho classification of pupils, rega 
laritj of time and method, atandiog in closses> 
inculcating habits of neatness, system and 
order. It coneista in fixing in tbe memory the 
various doflnitione, rales, steps and processes 
in which there is a similarity of prooodure. 
In nil tbosa studios which aro carried on in 
sohcols, there id a ceitun degree of same- 
ness iu particular operations to which the 
term mechanical may not improperly ba ap- 
plied. In tbe simple and oompound rules 
of arithmetic there are tho same methods of 
computation, tho only difference being tho 
ratio ol increase. There are no branches of 
stndy in which there is not tho learning of 
certain fixed troths that are often in a very 
crude form for the mind of children ; conse- 
quently through not being understood the 
process becomes the mere memorising of 
method . 

Intellectual training enables tho teacher to 
nddress bimsell to and educate n'1 the lacul- 
ties of the mind, instead of depending on 
the memory. It is. exercised to most advan- 
tage in classes, and the groat secret then is 
to nwaken and keep alii e the attention by a, 
spirited, energetic method on the part ol the 
teachor. Whenever such a methed ol teach- 
ing by oral communication la adopted, each 
individual memtjrol a class will bo found 
to learn more Bpeedily und willi greater easo 
than be would il alone. It is som times 
called tho ''waking up pror as." It en- 
deav ra to make every thing connected with 
leesons and studies plain to tho mind, of the 
pupil. It addresses tho whole intelligence 
of tho child, drawing out its stores) of inloi- 
mation; unlargine the oapucity ol She mind: 
diving irto the reason of things : leediag tho 
inquisitive, thirsting mind of youlti wi'h 
grains ol knowledge. 1' founds habits ol 
reflection a id observation, and builite thert- 
on understanding. By teaching the difler- 
euoe between right und wrong, and showing 
thai punishment is tho natural consequence 
ol wiong-doing, it nukes gond and indue 
iriouH cit ond prepares the way lor ttio 
reception ol tho principles ol the Christian 
religion. 

It is tho application of both tho mechanical 
»nd intellectual syctums of instruction that 
render? a teacher successful. A mechanic 
by skillfully placing some pieces of wood and 
iron in juxtaposition will produce a very ihp- 
lul machine ; and so by skiilul ornmmiiig, a 
child can bo turned into a macliiue lor the 
utterance of cortaiu flxed facte ; but tnko 
him out of that beaten track and where i* 
be 1 ? I have been in sob ols whero the 
simplest natural ([ueMiou could not be an- 
swered, and where 1 had to cont.-od with 
gr<:ut difficult in osing tho induitive 
method. By the judloious me of both sys- 
tems in combination there is seourod an in- 
telligent understanding of the subjects io 
their lessons. If oh.ldran know that they 
have to explain certain things in their le-sone 
there wi'l bo a diligent oflort to undor Und 
the subjeoi. There will be trouble all round 
at first, bbt by patience and resolution the 
ond will be attained. If parents are so in- 
difforent to the advancement of their children, 
and so prejudiced as to perooive no good, 
and if they don't want to be troubled about 
these mutters, 1 am sorry for them ; if their 
children don't learn under such a syBiem they 
need nut blamo tho teacher. It sometimes 
happens that children get beyond tho depth 
of tho porentb' knowledge ol school studies, 
but evon if this is the caso they need not 
loso all their iuterost ; by seeing that there 
is careful Btudying laid out on tho work to 
be done at homo they will greatly assist the 
teacher. It need not bo oxpocted that tbe 
same euccofs will lollow In every case: some 
children are stupid, others nreslow; some 
are good at one thing and can't gut along at 
another. The teacher has to bear with ono 
class, oueourago another ; mold eomo and 
punish others; he has to do tho best ho oan 
with the material ut hand, lie has to know 
thu ground to be gone over und bo has to 
study how to adapt hiB work to tho various 
,. ,, . 'grades of mild. A parent knows that 6omo
